coincidence, yoterday I got from Dick what he*d mailed about * arch 3, tho internal date* 
ho cancellation on t he stamps* And, because this made me curious, X checked the flap, which 
had been resealed carelessly, the rubber cemenet used not being allowed to dry first* It 
peeled easily, no bit of paper adhering to the other piece* 

Apparently Metromedia is applying the pressure to its own shows* Mid ay iiad a sice d me 
to do their show, and the pub 3 had agreed* We did not make tie request* It was cancelled 
eith the explanation that was because I had done the Bandy show twice* But the reason they 
had asked me to begin with is because the Bandy people, from tho reaction they got, had 
urged it* The shows are 12 hours apart in tho day, Bandy is Sat nites, Midday at noon weekd ays 
only. B 0 body who kno s the media believes the reason* Perhaps the real reason lies in their 
not having supplied the promised tapes. They assured mo of what was aired, said they'd 
try and get wliat was taped (close to half the second was edited out, i and I d wangled a 
few useful* items fron both.)* The delay is from tho legal dept* There is no legal issue 
at all* X‘hi 3 cleans only pressure. I am willing to assume self-imposed# 

He al 30 pftoned the very nice secretary at the publishers, who placed an ad in yesterda y's 
Times that I've not seen by heard about from Baltimore today, from a friend who did see it* 

Even Jerry had missed it. If it lacked reel competence, it was, nonetheless, an ad. I 
presume it is in reaction to my insistence upon compliance with the contractual obligation 
for raaxinuia ad and pr effort, if only to have a defense against charges X might bxxgkfc 
bring of violation. With the boot out for more than a month, an ad, a single ad, is not 
premature* Anyway, she also told Jerry, when he said he'd spoken to me and I was unhappy 
about the silence, that sho didn't blame me* ^lus David sent me something two days ago, 

Harris yesterday, and she today. We'll sec what it is ‘when it arrives. They clearly had my 
letter Monday* Or shouldhave. X left here in a direcb-to-rtfl bag. 

I f ra meeting Mayhew Saturday night, under thv; worst possible conditions, at a dinner 
party at Bud's. Except for hi 3 wife, mine and perhaps Mayhew, and Jim if he is there (Jim 
is the best), they 1 11 all be assassination paranoids. Sprague and Flammonde I know will both 
be there* Bud, who wrongly (he finds this a way of consoling himself), asked me not to fight 
with them. I reminded Ida that he'd seen us together in peace, even after I accused Wd 
proved) Flammonde of plagiarism. I sent you wliat Mayhew sent me, that he could think of 
no tiling he'd rather have than my files* Silence since. This is a rather late invitation, 
received Jen te relay, and then only v/hen X phoned Bud* Today I had a letter from ^^ary, sent 
several days ago, saying that sho and Arch wore coming up for it* Whether impulse, oversight 
or request of one I do not know* But I'll find it interesting, trying to keep from fending 
off all that stuff that will be thrown into the fan, by those who don*t recognize stuff and 
don't understand about fans*
